Council okay expected 


Eight proposals for an improvement work 
contract for Romulus’ initial urban renewal 
project have been accepted by the Romulus 
City Council, but formal approval of the low 
bid awaits finalization by both the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Development 
(HUD) and the council. 

George Wilhelmi, urban renewal director, 
who along with City Engineer Charles 
Heilman, presented the proposals to the 
council, reported HUD had no objection to the 
low bidder and the finalization papers for 
council’s formal action will be ready for the 
next council meeting. 

The low bidder for the estimated $1.5 
million in project improvements was 


submitted by John Carlo Inc., of Warren. The 
bid was $1,116,242.99. Other bids received by 
the city ranged up to $1,330,470.20. 

Romulus’ initial urban renewal project 
involves 175 acres, located in the Wayne- 
Beverly roads area. The project is the first 
phase of 575 acres of land embraced in the 
total urban renewal program. 

The 175-acre land parcel is bounded by 
Chamberlain Street, Beverly, Howe and Van 
Born roads. 


The proposed improvements include 
grading, paving and drainage. The paving 
involves 34 miles of streets.

Flyer distribution 
was done illegally 


A recall election against seven members of 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees will 
be held on May 16, the same date as the 
presidential primary 

The recall campaign to oust all of the 
township officials is the result of recall 
petition drives initiated by two separate 
citizens groups in the township. 

The reasons for recall against the town- 
ship’s four trustees and clerk include several 
areas of governmental activity, including 
charges of voting for “arbitrary and 
unreasonable board actions which have 
caused widespread unrest among township 
residents.” 

The township supervisor and township 
treasurer were charged with “in- 
competence” in a separate recall action. 

Court challenges against the recall 
petitions initiated by township officials were 
unsuccessful. The court held the petitions 
valid and ordered the election to be held. 

The administration of good government 
calls for the wholehearted cooperation be- 
tween elected officials and citizens. 

In Sumpter Township, such cooperation has 


been noticeably absent since shortly 
after the election of the present township 
board in 1970. 

Personality clashes, lack of united 
cooperation, charges and counter-charges 
between the supervisor and treasurer and 
remaining board members have resulted in 
division and dissension among community 
residents, with resulting recall campaigns. 

Township officials are fighting the recall. 
Some board members have resorted to the 
distribution in violation of the law of 
published news articles favorable to their 
cause. 

Local postal officials have reported that 
these news articles have been deposited in 
residential mail boxes in violation of U.S. 
postal regulations, which allow only paid 
postage mail to be deposited in mail boxes. 

We have no control over the distribution by 
these officials of news articles reflecting the 
position of one side of any controversy. 

But we oppose such distribution in 
violation of postal regulations and more so 
when such news articles are taken from the 
columns of this newspaper. 


Public officials forum 

Pulaski Day bill 
signed into law

As legislation moves 
steadily through the House 
and senate, more and more 
bills are winning final 
approval and being signed into 
law. Included are a number of 
important new public acts. 

The governor just signed 
into law a bill which I 
introduced to designate Oct. 11 
of each year as Casimir 
Pulaski Day in honor of the 
Polish hero of the American 
Revolutionary War. Oct. 11 
marks the date that Pulaski 
died of wounds suffered while 
leading American and French 
cavalry in the seige of 
Savannah. 

Born of a noble family, 
Pulaski fought tyranny in his 
native Poland, was outlawed 
and fled to France. While in 
France, he met Benjamin 
Franklin and offered his 
services to the American 
cause. He distinguished 
himself at the Battle of 
Brandywine and was 
promoted to the rank of 
brigadier general. 

He was with Washington at 
Valley Forge and organized a 
corps of cavalry and light 
infantry known as Pulaski’s 
Legion. Although the exact 
date of his birth is uncertain, 
he was only about 31 years old 
at the time of his death. In the 
years since his death, he has 
come to be a symbol of Polish- 
American friendship. 

Another of the bills signed, 
the result of months of effort, 
revision and compromise, is 
Michigan's new Billboard 
Control Law. Basically, the 
law prohibits the placement of 


billboards in rural areas 
except when adjacent to 
commercial or industrial 
buildings and sets standards 
for the size, spacing and 
lighting of billboards. 

\ 

Standards applying to urban 
areas extend for as much as 
one mile outside those areas if 
they are zoned commercial or 
industrial. 

The law also permits a city, 
village or township to 
establish ordinances * with 
stronger controls than those 
set by the state. It also carries 
a system of fees for billboard 
owners a. id requires a permit 
for the erection of billboards. 

There is no “grandfather” 
clause to protect existing 
billboards. It has been 
estimated that this will 
require the removal of some 
3,000 of the 15,000 signs along 
freeway routes and as many 
as 12,500 more along primary 
federal and state highways. 

The act is immediately 
effective. It is felt to be in 
compliance with the Federal 
Highway Beautification Act. 
The U.S. Department of 
Transportation had pressured 
for the new Michigan law, 
threatening to withhold some 
$20 million in highway funds 
unless the state passed a 
billboard regulation law which 
complied with the federal act. 

Still another new law takes a 
new approach to the problem 
of pollution by industries and 
public utilities. It allows 
municipalities to use revenue 


bonds to finance the 
construction, improvement 
and repair of air and water 
pollution control facilities. 
The equipment could then be 
leased to industries and 
utilities. The bonds would be 
repaid through the lease 
payments so that no taxes or 
public credit need be involved. 

Hopefully, this new law will 
save existing jobs and 
possibly create new ones. 
There are many cases of firms 
which face the prospect of 
going out of business because 
they cannot afford the 
pollution control devices 
required by law. 


Under this latest legislation, 
such businesses would be able 
to lease the equipment from 
the local community at far 
less cost than it would take to 
construct and install the 
facilities themselves. 

Another important new law 
requires that bus drivers for 
public, private and parochial 
schools take bus safety 
eduation courses sponsored by 
the state. The same act also 
requires that school buses 
have certain additional safety 
devices and first aid 
equipment, prohibits the 
transporting of anyone other 
than pupils, teachers or 
chaperones of the students on 
the buses and lowers the 
minimum age for bus drivers 
from 21 to 18 years. This last 
merely brings the school bus 
law into conformity with 
Michigan's new Age of 
Majority Act. 


You can’t pay less and enjoy it more! 


A few days ago I read the April edition of 
Compact. ’ a magazine published by the 
Education Commission of the States. 

This particular issue was devoted to the question 
of financing education, and I am certainly im- 
pressed with the fact that an organization such as 
this recognizes there are no free rides in education 
and there is no possibility of paying less and en- 
joying it more. 

This is exactly what I have been saying for more 
than two years. It is impossible to expect greater 
governmental spending in every area while paying 
less taxes. 

Do not be deceived by those w ho claim they have 
some near magic formula which will take away the 
burden of property taxes while giving you better 
schools. 

Some months ago the California Supreme Court, 
in an historic decision know™ as Serrano vs. Priest, 
held that the level of spending for a child’s publicly 
financed elementary or secondary education may 
not be a function of wealth. 

What that really means is very complicated, but, 
fundamentally what it says is that a rich school 
district cannot use its ability to raise property taxes 
and provide superior schools for that district alone. 


By JOHN E. McCAULEY, State Senator. 11th District 

The decision does not eliminate property taxes. 

Indeed, it would seem to me that the decision in- 


dicates we could have a state-wide property tax. 

Now it appears that certain organizations and 
individuals have taken the position that what is 
needed is a constitutional amendment for Michigan 
that would effectively eliminate the property tax as 
a source of school operation expenses. 

Whether or not this matter will get on the ballot is 
a matter of getting signatures on petitions. I note 
with interest there are several petitions being 
circulated, including one which would issue 
vouchers for school expenses to the individual 
student. This proposal would circumvent the ban- 
ning of aid to parochial schools, a position that was 
taken by a majority of those voting on the question 
some time ago. 

Of course, the legislature by two-thirds vote could 
put a school financing question on the ballot. The 
fact is that we do not have two-thirds for any of the 
proposals that have been proffered, since the real 
issue on many of them is whether we will have a 
graduated or a flat rate income tax. 

As a matter of fact, the real issue is not these 
various schemes for financial support for our 
schools at all. The issue is what the people of 
Michigan want for their children and what they are 
willing to pay. 


More than that, there is the issue of those who are 
trying to shell-game the populace by saying that you 
will pay less taxes and get more education. 

There will be no radical revision of the tax 
structure or the means of state support for kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade education during this 
year The matter now becomes one of what kind of 
traditional school aid bill the legislature will pass. 

Unless I completely miss my guess, if the school 
aid bill contains great increases in the cost of busing 
students from b.ere to there, it will be defeated. I do 
not believe that a majority of the legislature, the 
same body that gave my anti-school busing 
resolution more than two thirds support in each 
House, will turn around and give vast sums of 
money to the busing programs of public schools. 

As your Senator, let me assure you that I have 
heard the message loud and clear. I have heard it 
years ago, and this accounts for the reason I have 
consistently voted for less spending. It’s an old truth 
that you don’t get something for nothing. Hopefully, 
we have a chance to establish better priorities of 
spending. 

However, the main issue is no more taxes, and 
more than that a reduction of taxes, and to the very 
best of my ability, that is what I will work for in the 
weeks and months ahead.

The results of the testing are 
used to diagnose the child's 
weak and strong learning 
areas. The psychologist sends 
his diagnosis to the school as a 
psychological report This 
process is much like what a 
doctor would do. 

Through the planning 
conference, a prescription is 
prepared for the child. The 
principal, the teacher, the 
social worker and the helping 
teacher are active 
participants in the conference. 

The helping teacher, the 
classroom teacher and the 
pa ra professiona I work 
together to institute the 
prescription through the use of 
special materials and 
teaching techniques. 

The child who needs 
extensive remedial help in his 
diagnosed weak areas meet 
with the helping teacher 
regularly (daily, three times a 
week, etc.) to work 
individually with special 
materials.

He started his full-time 
career with the Indianapolis 
Times and spent two years 
with the Louisville Courier 
Journal before spending 23 
years as an Associated Press 
(AP) correspondent. 

Ochiltree was a member of 
the AP team that covered the 
United Nations in its early 
days at Lake Success, then 
spent the next 15 years in 
London for the AP. 

"During this period I 
covered major ceremonial 
stories such as the funeral of 
King George VI and the 
coronation of Queen Elizabeth 
II,” he said. 

”1 also covered the 
coronations of Pope John 
XXIII and Pope Paul VI. 
Mixed in along the way were 
revolutions in various parts of 
the Middle East and Africa, a 
brief stint in Moscow and a 
series of international 
conferences. 

"I witnessed Eden’s fall 
from power and DeGaulle’s 
return to the top and on a few 
occasions traded nervous 
jokes with Khrushchev.” 

Ochiltree returned to the 
United States March 1, 1966, to 
manage the Washington 
bureau for Federated 
Publications, a group of 10 
midwest and Pacific 
northwest newspapers. 

He agreed to join Panax 
Newspapers in Washington 
shortly after Gannett 
Newspapers took over 
Federated and merged the 
two Washington bureaus. 

Ochiltree’s copy will be sent 
to Panax headquarters in East 
Lansing and relayed daily, 
together with the Lansing 
bureau file, to all Panax 
editors.

Our 
group starts at 50 years of age. Younger people say “I wish 
the grandparents would find some interest and not be such a 
burden.” 

Then why don’t they get them to our meetings? They won’t 
go away lonesome. 

Now the Huron Health Organization and the clergymen, 
doctors and others have met with us and held meetings to 
help the senior citizens. 

Huron High, through Mr. Benner, offered us the New 
Boston Elementary School auditorium for meetings. Notices 
were sent out by posters and through church announcements 
and asked the seniors from the Waltz group to come over and 
get it started for the ones nearer New Boston. 

Only one lady from New Boston came besides the Waltz 
group. Why? 

We start our meetings at 1 p.m. so the seniors know that, if 
they can’t be there for the lunch, they can come in for the 
meetings, followed by cards and games. 

The school has offered us free adult classes if there are 
enough people to make up a class. We have free passes to all 
high school games, plays, etc. They have given us a full 
course meal each year. They have a band concert each year 
especially for senior citizens, made up sheet music for us and 
made up our constitution in nice folders. 

It is all right to have our meetings at Waltz the first and 
third Tuesdays. Then why won’t people come out nearer 
homes in New Boston and have meetings for the second and 
fourth Tuesdays and have a place for the seniors to go every 
week? 

My question, why? They say there are more than 60 
senior citizens in Huron Township. That must be 60 and over. 

We start ours at 50 and I believe a lot of people age 50 
wouldn’t be going to senior citizen meetings, but others would 
as they are lonesome.

Resident doesn ’t feel 
lake transfer is ‘gift’ 

To the editor: 

We hear and read a lot about the advantages of Van Buren 
Township zoning and operating Belleville Lake as a 
recreation facility. I personally feel all the facts are not being 
told. I feel we are, in fact, being purposely misled by Afew 
politicians not sincerely concerned about the future of our 
community. 

The Department of Natural Resources, and the Con- 
servation Department cannot and will not spend tax monies 
on a private lake. They will not bring pressure against the 
polluters such as the cities of Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti, the 
Ford Motor Co. or General Motors. 

Belleville Lake is not a public lake. It has no public access 
site and until there is an access, the lake will continue to be a 
“sewer”. If the lake were owned by the people of Van Buren 
Township, it would become an even more private lake and 
ineligible for public funds to clean it up or turn it into a truly 
recreational facility. 

When the people of the State ot Michigan approved a $100 
million recreation bond a few years ago. there was some 
$80,000 earmarked for land acquisition on Ford Lake and 
Belleville Lake. That money has not been spent and is, in 
fact, still waiting to be used for that purpose. 

What will happen when the Conservation Department 
opens a public access on Belleville Lake? Wouldn’t the lake 
then be open to all the people in the State of Michigan? This 
will include the some 2Vz million people in Wayne County and 
the City of Detroit. If Van Buren Township owned the lake, 
wouldn’t your tax dollars be spent to maintain a lake for the 
benefit of everyone else? 

We are told that Belleville Lake will be a “gift.” Beware of 
strangers bearing gifts, someone once said. By figures 
supplied by the Van Buren treasurer, the Detroit Edison Co. 
now pays over $507,000 in taxes on Belleville Lake and the 
surrounding lands they own. They pay about $330,000 in 
school taxes, $91,000 in township taxes, and $86,000 in county 
taxes. \ 

The immediate loss to the township and school board will 
be about $421,000 per year. To .this figure, add the costs of 
maintenance employes, one or two trucks, a recreation 
director’s salary, car and secretary, maintenance costs on 
the dam and club house, life guards and insurances. 

We will need liability insurance in case of drowning, falling 
off the diving board, or just simply slipping off the dock. We 
also will need insurance against the dam breaking and 
flooding the downriver areas. TTie costs of these insurances 
are difficult to estimate, but I think we can saiely assume 
they won’t be cheap. We can therefore assume the total 
yearly costs of this “gift” will be between $500,000 and 
$600,000. Is this a gift? 

If the politicians are really concerned about our welfare, 
they should be considering some type of recreation facilities 
for our young people. In the near future this community is 
going to feel the first sharp pangs of a grow ing delinquency 
problem We desperately need community centers, lighted 
ball parks and playgrounds. Let’s spend our tax dollars for 
the good of all the people in our community, not on a select 
lew who want to live on a private lake and can afford to pay 
enormous tax bills for that privilege. 

A closing thought for the people who live on the lake. If, 
after accepting the lake as a gift, the township needed to 
raise a few hundred thousand dollars in taxes, couldn’t they 
then “give” us our frontage as a “gift," and in doing this 
wouldn’t it surely raise your taxes even higher? 

Another closing thought, an article in the May 3, 1972 issue 
of the Belleville Enterprise by Mr. Gollwitzer inferred that 
the ownership of Belleville Lake and properties already have 
been transferred to our township, and states in the same 
article that a vote by the people was not needed for this ac- 
tion. If this is true, why then are we being asked to give an 
advisory vote on something that already has been done?

Recall faces voters 
Tuesday in Sumpter 


BY HENRY CANTIN 

A recall election seeking the 
ouster of the seven-member 
Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees will be before the 
township’s electorate on May 
16 when voters also will choose 
their preferences in the 
presidential primary election. 

Facing removal from office 
are Elmer Parraghi, township 
supervisor, Mrs. Amanda* 
Roberts, township treasurer, 
Clarence J. Hoffman Jr., 
township clerk, and the 
township’s four trustees- 
James O. Brown, Richard 
Krajewski, Louis Banotai, and 
Virgil W. Humphrey's. 

The recall election is the 
result of two separate recall 
campaigns initiated by two 
citizens’ groups in the 
township. 

The seven township officials 
made unsuccessful court 
challenges to have the recall 
petitions dismissed. 

The Wayne County Circuit 
Court in separate law suits 
held the recall petitions valid 
and ordered the election held. 

The four trustees and clerk 
were accused of approving 
various board actions that 
allegedly caused widespread 
unrest in the township. The 
recall petitions against the 
supervisor and treasurer 
accused the two officials of 
“incompetency.” 

The officials were elected 
to office in the November, 1970 
election for two-year terms. 
Brown and Humphreys were 
elected to serve four-year 
terms. 


The recall campaigns 
brought charges and counter 
charges among the officials 
and actions taken by voters at 
a recent annual meeting of the 
township’s electors have 
added fuel to the controversy. 

The trustees and clerk 
Monday issued a statement 
asking the voters to retain 
them in office. It stated: 

"We the members of the 
township board refused to turn 
over absolute dictatorial powers 
to our supervisor, Elmer 
Parraghi, who, if the truth be 
known, is the real instigator of 
this entire recall campaign. 
Our supervisor brought this 
recall campaign against the 
other board members solely 
for his own political benefit 
and advantage in order to 
become the dictator of 
Sumpter Township 

"As long as we are 
members of the township 
board, we will resist the 
supervisor’s efforts as well as 
those of other defeated former 
township officials. Their only 
goal is to divide Sumpter 
Township. 

“We feel that we should 
resist as long as possible for 
the health and welfare of the 
citizens of Sumpter Township. 
We must plead guilty in 
doing this.” 

This statement was signed 
by the four trustees and clerk 
and it urged the voters to 
retain them in office. 

As of edition time the 
supervisor and Mrs. Roberts 
have issued no statement. 


The township’s four voting 
precincts will be open at 7 
a m. and all in line at the 8 
p.m closing time will be 
permitted to cast their ballots. 

Precincts one and three are 


located in the township hall at 
23483 Sumpter Rd., and 
precincts two and four are 
located at the township fire 
hall at Sumpter and Hull 
roads.

And 19-year-old Joe Louis Jones of Belleville is that — a 
fighter. With big dreams. 

“1 want to become a member of the U.S. Olympic team." 
said Jones as he revealed one dream that could soon 
materialize. "And then use my Olympic experience to 
become the heavyweight champion of the world." 

That dream is still in the future. 

Jones, who weighs a muscular 200-pounds and stands 6 foot 
3 inches, recently captured the Michigan AAU heavyweight 
title and headed for Las Vegas last week to fight for the 
national crown. 

He lost a technical knockout in the first round to Leroy 
Jones of New York City. 

“1 was real nervous," explained Jones. "It was the first 
time I was in the nationals and Leroy is big. He’s 250 pounds 
and 6-foot-5 and he not only got me but the title as well." 

You would think that that would be the end of any dreams 
for national and world boxing glory. But Jones doesn’t see it 
that way. He’s only been in the game seriously for the past 
nine months. 

In April he had two fights for the Michigan title and he 
came away relatively untouched, whipping Roger Piccinini 
of Warren in the state finals. He has fought seven bouts 
during his young career, winning six of them. 

"In that bout at Vegas 1 tried to slug it out with my op- 
ponent early because I thought I’d have trouble going all the 
way," related Jones. "I need more experience and road- 
work." 

Joe’s trainer. Emmanual Stuart has his protege working 
out at Detroit’s Kronk Recreation Center five nights a week 
and the young boxer does most of his sparring and road work 
in Belleville. 

Vegas was the first time Jones felt defeat. And he’s 
working hard to make sure it's the last. 

Is Joe Louis Jones a "ring name?" 

"No. my mother was a great boxing fan and she just 
wanted her sons to be boxers too, so she named me after that 
great fighter.’’ 

Joe has an older brother who was the heavyweight champ 
in Ohio a few years back. 

‘Tve always had boxing in back of my mind," added

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Huron Valley 
scouts’ cookie 
sale is success 

The Huron Valley Girl Scouts are winding up their annual 
cookie sale and declaring this year a big financial success. 
They sold 376.836 boxes of cookies, well over their goal of 
375,000 boxes. 

The council’s share of the profit will total nearly $70,000 
and will be used primarily for expenses connected with the 
Girl Scout camping program which are not covered by 
United Fund allocations. These include the cost of year-round 
camp site director at Camp Linden, camperships for needy 
Girl Scouts, maintenance and building operations at Camp 
Linden and the purchase of camp equipment. 

The remainder of the profit, nearly 19.000. will be divided 
among the individual troops at a rate of 5 cents per box sold. 
The troops will use their profits to take trips, purchase troop 
equipment and finance service projects. 

Girl Scout cookie sales are big business nation-wide, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Jack Hagopian of Plymouth, chairman of this 
year’s cookie sale. 

Throughout the United States more than 300 Girl Scout 
councils participate in sales for a combined profit of more 
than $20 million dollars. 

The national Girl Scout organization franchises various 
commercial bakeries to make cookies available. The local 
council then decides the brand of cookies they will sell and 
determine the price they will sell at. 

In this area, some councils sold a larger family-size box at 
$1 and some sold the traditional size at 50 cents and at 60 
cents. The Huron Valley Council selected Burry Biscuit Co. 
cookies and sold them for 50 cents. 

“I don’t know how much longer the traditional size boxes of 
cookies will be available,” said Mrs. Hagopian. "Only 13 Girl 
Scout councils in the whole country still are handling that size 
box of Burry’s cookies, while 168 councils have gone to the 
larger family-size box that sells for $1. Production costs may 
make the price of the traditional size box too expensive for 
Burry’s to handle.” 

Huron Valley Council cookies sales by towns are as 
follows: Howell, 16.500, boxes; Ypsilanti, 45,600 boxes; Milan 
and Lincoln, 14,000 boxes; Brighton, 18,600 boxes; Pinckney, 

9.100 boxes ; Plymouth and Northville, 39,200 boxes, Westland 
and Wayne, 44,000 boxes; Belleville, 14,200 boxes; Romulus, 

12.100 boxes; New Boston, 5.500 boxes; Flat Rock, 8,300 
boxes; Saline, 13,100 boxes. Chelsea, 8,700 boxes; Ann Arbor 
and Whitmore Lake, 109,900 boxes; Dexter, 11,700 boxes; and 
Manchester, 4.800 boxes.

Set-aside inspection and

Help dieters cope 
when dining out

"Dear Miss Vanderbilt: In a 
recent column you discussed 
food for guests who are 
dieting. Having among my 
friends and relatives a 
number of diabetics, I 
understand their problem 
while dining out when they are 
confronted with nothing but 
dishes full of carbohydrates 
and fats, the food values of 
which they cannot determine. 
For this reason, when I have 
guests whose dietary habits I 
don’t know, I never fail to 
provide a platter of low- 
carbohydrate vegetables such 
as sliced tomatoes, 
cucumbers, green pepper 
strips, carrot sticks, 
asparagus spears, radishes, 
cauliflower flowerets, celery 
and a bowl of mayonnaise for 
those who may eat it. It can 
make a very pretty addition to 
a buffet table. 

“Would you please say 
something about the serving 
of presweetened iced tea? It is 
most unpleasant for those who 
do not care for sugar in their 
tea and an impossibility for 
diabetics. Mrs. F.W.” 

You are right about the 
presweetened iced tea. Many 
people who are not diabetics 
dislike it or prefer to use their 
own artifical sweeteners. 
Certainly, if the hostess knows 
her guest is a diabetic or on a 
low-carbohydrate diet, she 
should make it clear that the 
tea is presweetened and offer 
to supply unsweetened tea to 
those who prefer it or merely 
see that those who don’t want 
the tea sweetened, get what 
they want without any 
comment. 

Perhaps other diabetics will 


send me some attractive 
recipes, preferably the kind 
that all guests at a party can 
eat with pleasure. 

"Dear Miss Vanderbilt: 
When do you pick up your 
dinner napkin? Is there a 
difference if you are a woman 
dining with a man in a 
restaurant rather than as a 
guest in somebody’s home? 
What if you are having a few 
cocktails before dinner at a 
restaurant table, do you wait 
to pick up the napkin at the 
time the food is served? — 
Mrs. S.M.” 

When you are a guest in a 
home where there is a hostess, 
wait to pick up your napkin 
until the hostess has picked up 
hers. If, however, the dinner 
party is a large one with 
guests perhaps scattered 
around the room, you don’t 
wait for this signal but pick up 
your napkin when you sit down 
at the table. The same is 
true when the hostess does not 
seat herself with you but 
instead is busy serving or 
perhaps supervising at the 
buffet table. You are expected 
to eat as soon as two or three 
people have been served, 
rather than let the food grow 
cold and your hostess should 
urge you to do so. Of course, if 
there are only, say. four to six 
people at the dinner table and 
the hostess is at her place, she 
does give the signal by picking 
up her napkin. In some cases 
grace is said first and the 
hostess by not picking up her 
napkin when she sits down 
indicates this. This is a 
useful thing to know as you 
should not be talking when 
grace is about to be said.

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During Mailbox Improvement Week 

Mailboxes need help 


Hie U. S. Postal Service has designated the week of May 
15-20 as Mailbox Improvement Week this year. 

Postmaster R.J. O’Neil of Belleville, George Austin of 
Romulus and Donald L. England of New Boston jointly have 
announced that a week is set aside every year as a time to 
encourage rural and mounted city delivery patrons to im- 
prove the appearance of their mailboxes and to replace old 
and damaged boxes with ones designed to protect the mail 
from the weather. 

Mailboxes, they said, should be neat in appearance, con- 
veniently located and safe to use. 

On rural routes, mail boxes of approved traditional or 
contemporary design are required. Postal customers still 
using the old-style top-opening boxes may continue to use 
them at their present location provided they are kept in good 
condition and afford adequate protection for the mail. 

Unserviceable boxes, or those which expose mail to the 
weather, should be replaced. Boxes and supports should be 
kept painted and free of rust. 

On city delivery motorized routes, the mailboxes may be 
either the approved traditional rural-type, the approved 
suburban box of contemporary design, or any mail recep- 
tacle which is conveniently located at the curb, safe for the 
carrier to use and affords protection for mail against the 
weather. 

The use of house numbers and street and road names has 
been authorized in this area for rural routes. House numbers 
must be shown on the side of the box visible to the carrier as 
he approaches, or on the door where boxes are grouped side 
by side. 


On both city mounted and rural routes, the street or road 
name as well as the house number must be shown if the box is 
not located directly in front of the owner’s residence. The 
placing of the owner’s name on the box is optional 

The height of boxes depends upon the type of vehicle used 
by the carrier. On rural routes, mailbox posts should be of 
such height that the box can be served easily from the right 
hand window of a passenger car. A good height for rural box 
supports is approximately 42 inches from the ground to the 
bottom of the box. 

On city mounted routes, the supports should be higher, 
since these boxes are served by right hand drive government 
mail trucks. About 48 to 50 inches from the ground to the 
bottom of the mailbox is a good height. 

Mailboxes must be located on the right side of the road in 
the direction of travel of the carriers. It is both dangerous for 
the carrier to drive on the left side of the road and in violation 
of Michigan State law. 

Properly erected and maintained mailboxes contribute to 
efficient and speedy delivery of the mails. They are a credit 
to the postal customer and to the U. S. Postal Service. City 
delivery and rural carries appreciate mailboxes which are 
well located and sale and convenient to serve from their 
vehicles. 

Neat, attractive mailboxes make a significant contribution 
to the appearance of the countryside and the streets in 
suburban areas.

Fly-by-night gimmicks 
should be recognized

You are being continually warned about the 
sharp practices of a small minority of home 
repair and remodeling contractors. I have 
often sounded the trumpet myself. 

There’s no doubt that thousands of home 
owners are fleeced every year by fly-by-night 
operators. But sometimes I wonder. Would all 
of these frauds be taking place if many of the 
victims weren’t themselves trying to get 
something for nothing in the first place? 

What is it that makes some persons believe 
such ridiculous sales pitches that they must 
have figured out that the individual or 
company was in business solely for the 
purpose of losing money? 

Take the gimmick of the two men in a truck 
who say they have been working in the neigh- 
borhood and have some blacktop left which 
they don’t want to take back to their shop and 
which they can use to repave your driveway 
for an astonishingly low price. 

Why do those who fall for this nonsense 
express such indignation when the blacktop 
proves to be a useless material that won’t 
stand up under auto traffic? 

Have they really forgotten that they 
recently got an estimate for the same job 
from a local contractor and that it was five 
times as much as the price quoted by the 
sharpies? 

Why do they take the word of two strangers 


in preference to that of a man who has been in 
business in their neighborhood for 15 years? 

In these days of high labor and material 
costs, it is only natural that all of us are look- 
ing for bargains. But there’s a big difference 
between a bargain and a price so much 
cheaper than average that it should 
immediately generate suspicion! 

Estimates by contractors for the same 
project may differ, but if one is far, far lower 
than the other, better check into exactly what 
you’re getting. One may be giving you 
plywood that retails at $4 for a 4 feet by 8 feet 
panel, the other plywood with a price tag of $8 
a panel. You may feel that the $4 panel will do 
very nicely. And you may not care too much 
about the skill of the workmen involved 
because you want the job done at the cheapest 
possible price. But make your decision out of 
knowledge and not indifference or 
ignorance— or because you think someone 
you never saw before has decided to lose 
money on the job simply to do you a favor. 

The one sure thing is that unless the honest 
businessman makes a reasonable profit, he 
won’t have a business.

Here’s the answer

Q.— In reading some 
instructions about putting on a 
stucco finish, I came across 
the term ‘‘scratch’’ coat. What 
does it mean? 

A.— The first coat is called 
the scratch coat simply be- 
cause it usually is scratched 
with a piece of wire mesh, nail 
or special tool. By creating 
these irregular indentations in 
the surface, the worker is pro- 
viding a suitable gripping 
base for the second coat. 


Q — We have a large four- 
car garage that takes care of 
the four families in our small 
apartment building. I usually 
have most of the repairs done, 
but thought I might tackle this 
problem myself. There’s a 
small leak in the garage roof, 
which is almost flat and is 
covered with heavy roofing 
felt. The water comes through 
only at one point and it’s just a 
tiny drip, but I want to fix it 


before it gets worse. I went up 
on the roof and notice that, in 
the area where the leak is, the 
felt is cracked. Can I fix the 
leak without doing over the 
entire roof? 

A.— Probably. Try it and 
see. But if the roofing material 
is very old, it may be that 
other leaks will occur in other 
places as time goes on, in 
which case new felt will have 
to be installed. To make a 
patch, cut back from the 
cracked portion to remove all 
loose roofing that has lifted 
away from the protective 
layers below it. Spread roofing 
cement over the area. Cut a 
piece of new roofing felt large 
enough to cover the damaged 
portion plus a 3-inch overlap 
on all sides. Press it into the 
cement, flattening it out as 
much as possible but being 
careful not to break it. Spread 
more cement over the edges of 
the patch. The job is done. But 
some roofers feel that the 
patch gets better initial 


protection if it is then covered 
with a little dry sand. 

In making this repair, walk 
and move around as though 
you were stepping on eggs and 
didn’t want to break them. Too 
often, a successful patch is 
made, only to have the work- 
man split some other section 
of the roofing felt and cause a 
new leak. 

Q — I have heard that 
copper eventually turns green 
when exposed to the elements. 
A copper ornament on the 
outside of my house has 
turned black. Why not green? 

A — Copper usually will turn 
black before it turns green. 
Wait a while. 


May is National Home 
Improvement Month and it is 
aptly named since this is the 
time of the year most home 
remodeling takes place. 
Although most home 
improvement projects are 
handled by specific 
contractors, a surprising 
number are done by the 
home owner himself. 

Whether you decide to 
undertake a project on your 
own, or have a professional do 
the job, keep in mind the 
importance of using quality 
materials. They may cost 
more initially, but in the long 
run will prove a saving. 

A quality material such as 
ceramic tile may be more 
expensive than other types of 
floor or wall coverings, but 
according to the Tile Council 
of America, it will out- 
perform virtually all other 
products and rarely needs to 
be replaced. In addition, 
ceramic tile requires very 
little care during its long 
years of service. It will not 
stain, scuff or scratch, cleans 
new looking with a damp mop 
and needs no waxing. 

For every home 
improvement you plan, 
consider how long the 
material you select will last 
without showing serious signs 
of wear. If you take the time to 
install a kitchen floor, you 
certainly won’t want to face 
this same project again in 
another three to five years 
With ceramic tile you don’t 
have to. 

But there are other reasons 
for using quality materials 
such as ceramic tile. One is 
that they look like quality and 
greatly enhance the total 
decorative appearance of a 
home. They also significantly 
increase the resale value of 
property. 

In addition, ceramic tile 
offers a large style and size 
selection. Within the four 
family groups of ceramic tile 
— glazed wall tile, ceramic 
mosaics, quarry tile and 
specialty tiles — there is a 
range of designs for greater 
than is generally known.

Sickle cell task 
launches effort

A citizens group and many 
professionals in Wayne 
County have banded together 
to examine the growing 
problems presented by sickle 
cell anemia. 

Called the Wayne County 
Task Force on Sickle Cell 
Disease, the group is 
launching a concentrated 
effort in the out-county area. 

Sickle cell disease is an 
inherited blood disease which 
affects primarily black 
people. Some people are just 
carriers of the disease and the 
condition they have is called 
sickle cell trait. This is not 
considered a disease and does 
not usually affect a person’s 
health. 

Sickle cell anemia is a 
disease which causes red 
blood cells, normally round, to 
assume a sickle or crescent 
shape. These sickled blood 
cells jam up in small blood 
vessels and block the flow of 
blood, causing severe pain 
from time to time. 

These abnormal blood cells 
also tend to wear out faster 
than the body can replace 
them, so that the victims of 
sickle cell anemia may be 
tired and pale. One out of 
every 400 black Americans 
has sickle cell anemia. 

The Wayne County Task 
Force on Sickle Cell Disease 
has begun to distribute 
educational materials on 
sickle cell disease through the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health. The task force would 
like to assist groups to -plan 
educational programs on 
sickle cell disease for the 
community and schools. 


Most black Americans who 
are cariers of the sickle cell 
trait do not know it. A 
smimple 

but special blood test can 
determine if a person has 
sickle cell trait All black 
persons in the child bearing 
age should find out whether 
they are carriers of the sickle 
cell trait. 

Education and detection 
programs have already been 
conducted in high schools in 
other areas, including Willow 
Run and Ypsilanti. The 
Detroit Board of Education 
has arranged to begin sickle 
cell screening of 11th and 12th 
graders next year through the 
Sickle Cell Center at Kirwood 
Hospital.

Programs in other areas 
have included detection 
programs to screen for 
carriers of the sickle cell trait. 
The possible inclusion of 
detection programs is still 
being explored by the task 
force. 

The initial target population 
for screening and for genetic 
counseling would be young 
people of high school age 
because such information and 
counseling would be 
especially useful to people 
before they have made their 
decisions on marriage and 
family. 

One out of every 10 black 
Americans is a carrier of the 
sickling trait. If two carriers 
marry and have children, 
each time a child is bom there 
is a one in four chance that the 
child will have sickle cell 
anemia.
